Our cherries are Ludded on Mahaleb, a French seedling which 
is far superior to any ether stock known for this purpose. The 
cherry thus grown will not sprout from the root and are much 
more productive. 

Plum, peach pear, quince, etc, are all budded on hardy 
stocks, free from all tint of dis<ase. 

The buds and scions are taken from our bearing or experi- 
mental orchards, er from mother blocks of same. By so doing 
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there is less liability of mistakes in varieties and the trees come 
into bearing much younger. 

We guarantee all trees, etc., to be true to label, but mistakes 
occur. In such cases we replace with such as are true, or refund 
original price: but will not be liable for a greater sum.
